Poincaré obtained approval to the arti- 
cle by 315 votes against 254. 

This majority, 61, is by far the low- 
est ever received by M. Poincaré. It 
sufficiently shows that his position 
has been shaken by the Chamber de- 
bates and that he may be in some dan- 
ger fonight and tomorrow in the Sen- 
ate. The truth is, however, that it is 
practically impossible to find a suita- 
ble successor. M. Poincaré's fall would 
probably depress the franc still fur- 
ther and would be taken as an 
answer to his Ruhr policy. That is 
why there is such a curious clamor 
for Georges Clemenceau. 

André. Tardieu Censpicnous 

In the night sitting M. Clemenceau's 
henchman, André Tardieu, made him- 
self very conspicuous and was treated 
much more sympathetically than usual 
by the Chamber. There is still a pros- 
pect of a bitter fight in the Chamber 
but the passing of Article 3, which is 
an effective clause, means that M. 
Poincaré has got over the most criti- 
cal division. 

The reason why the Premier was 
determined to obtain this vote without 
further delay was that the- pound is 
now worth more than 100 francs, this 
number being looked upon as almost 
a fatal figure.

ROMB, Feb. 19—The Minister of 
the Colonies, Signor Federzoni, who is 
visiting the Italian Mediterranean 
colonies, wired. Benito Mussolini, the 
Premier, today, that Italian troops 
had occupied the oasis of Ghadames, 
distant 500 kilometers from Tripoli, 
‘thus completing the occupation of the 
entire zone adjoining Tunisia. As a 
result of the new occupation Italy 
gets definitive control of an important 
trade caravan center, which has been 
contested by France since the Italian 
conquest of Tripoll., 

At the conclusion of the Italo-Turk- 
ish war, France agreed to cede Italy 
the oasis of Ghadames, retaining, how- 
ever, a considerable portion of the | 
territory between Ghat and Ghadames.

U. S. Diplomatic Posts in Bel-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 - Impor- 
tant changes in high diplomatic posi- 
tions are contemplated by the Wash- 
ington Government as a result of the 
resignation of Richard Washburn 
Child as Ambassador at Rome and the 
transfer of Henry P. Fletcher, now 
Ambassador at Brussels, to the Italian 
capital. 

One report given credence in some 
official quarters here involves the 
transfer of William Phillips, Under- 
secretary of State, to Brussels to suc- 
ceed Mr. Fletcher, and the return to 
Washington of Joseph C. Grew, Min- 
ister to Switzerland. Mr. Grew is 


given much credit for the part he

It is also regarded as possible that 
Hugh Gibson, Minister to Poland, may 
be transferred from Warsaw to Berne. 
Mr. Gibson left Washington yesterday

He has been 
mentioned as a possible successor to 
Mr. Phillips in the State Department. 
but his departure at this time appears 
to make that possibility remote.

AWARDS ARE MADE 
FOR IRISH BURNINGS

DUBLIN, Feb. 19—Four hundred and 
twenty persons have obtained decrees 
under the Criminal and Malicious In- 
juries Act, and awards are payable to 
them on or before Feb. 20. Two of the 
largest sums are in respect of the burn- 
ing of municipal buildings, a city 
hall and a Carnegie library. For 
the first two, the Cork borough coun- 
cil’s award was reduced by the com- 
pensation commission to £73,276 and 
£320 6s. 3d. costs. The sum of £58,000 
is to be devoted to the reinstatement of 
the structure. 

The Carnegie Free Library’s award 
was reduced to £29,850 and £ 247 costs, 
of which £23,000 will be used for the 
reinstatement of the structure. Many 
awards have been made in the county, 
where great damage was done. In- 
quiries in many quarters regarding the 
attitude of the Government, as shown 
in the awards, resulted in the answer 
that the cases were dealt with as justly 
and impartially as possible.

No Announcement of Daugherty 
| Resignation Made After 
Cabinet Session 


Committee to Run Down Story 
* of Speculation in Oi] Stock

WASHINGTON, Feb. 19—The Cabi- 
net session closed today with no an- 
nouncement of the expected resigna- 
tion of Harry M. Daugherty as Attor- 
ney General. 
| The President said that he had nat 
received the resignation of Mr. Daugh- 
erty and that he was not expecting one 
ifrom Theodore Roosevelt, Assistant 
| Secretary of the Navy. That is not 
taken to mean. however, that these 
| resignations will not be forthcoming 
in the near future, although it is not 
regarded as probabéde that anything 
will be done in regard to Mr. Roose- 
velt until a successor to Mr. Denby is 
named. 

Meanwhile the Senate Oil Commit-

Washington—Although Mrs. Russell

Philadelphia—Fatalities from aicohol- 
iam here decreased more than 85 per 
cent in the first six weeks of 1924, in 
comparison with a similar period in 
1923, the coroner’s office reports show. 
This decrease is attributed to Brig.-Gen. 
Smedley D. Butler’s activities as head of 
the police. 


Panama—The daily average of tolls 
paid for transit of the Panama Canal 
Feb. 1 to 15 is officially announced as 
$73,684, exceeding the average for any

EGYPTIAN OFFICIALS ARRANGE 


FOR REOPENING

corps, prominent Egyptologists and 
other notable resident visitors, will 
be invited. 

Last evening's newspapers stated on 

good authority that the Egyptian Gov- 
ernment is preparing an ultimatum 
‘which is to be handed to Mr. Carter 
unless he, during the next 48 hours, 
initiates negotiations. The ultimatum 
will propose ‘to Mr. Carter that he 
reopen the tomb and continue his 
work as heretofore, but at the Egyp- 
tian Government’s expense and under 
a carefully drawn up scheme of super- 
vision, Mr. Carter canceling the nres- 
ent publicity contract with The Times 
and the Egyptian Government reserv- 
ing to itself full and exclusive pub- 
licity rights. 


Viscount Allenby'’s Arrival 
Although it is at present impossible 
to obtain confirmation or denial of 
this report it is quite possibly correct, 
for undoubtedly the main, if not the 


sole, cause of the constant friction 
leading up to the present deadlock has 
been The Times publicity monopoly, 
which intensely annoyed the Egyptian 
public and press and which is ad- 
mitted by all impartial observers, 
especially prominent Egyptologists 
whose sympathies otherwise are en- 
tirely with Mr. Carter, to have been 
extremely unwise and unfortunate. 

Despite the general tendency here 
to regard the matter from a political 
standpoint the British Residency has 
refused to be in any way drawn in, 
regarding the quarrel as a purely pri- 
vate matter between Mr. Carter and 
the Egyptian Government. 

Two interesting circumstances that 


lend piquancy to the dispute are the 
arrival at Luxor on Wednesday of Vis- 
count Allenby, who is returning from 
his Sudan tour, and the interview ar- 
ranged for this afternoon between the 
Premier, Zaghlul Pasha, and Maj. | 
John Jacob Astor, the principal owner | 
of The Times, who is now in Egypt as 
a tourist. Although Major Astor's 
visit was arranged merely as a cour- 
tesy it may, in view of the prominent 
part The Times played in the Tut- 
ankh-Amen affair, prove one.of the 
stepping-stones toward a settlement 
for which eyeryone is devoutly hoping.

Holders of Public Works permits 
therefore are informed that these are 
not. available until further notice.

the first discovery of the tomb by 
Howard Carter, the Government had 
kept guards posted there for the pro- 
tection of rich finds and control of 
tourists, and so forth, and Mr. Carter 
furnished a tent in which the guard 
lived, and his own men hauled their 
water. 

Now that Mr. Carter is refused ad- 
mission to the tomb the new special 
police guard continues using the tent 
and even tried to use Mr. Carter’s 
Ford car when first entering the 
valley to take up a position with a 
view to keeping out the wives of Mr.

1. Breaking into the 6 

2. Rescinding its own ruling and 
allowing Mr. Carter to enter and she 
the tomb to Lord Allenby. 

3. Depriving the High Commmi 
sioner of a view of the tomb by adh 
ing to the governmental order. 

Each of these presents a difficulty 
and the result is sure to be interest- 
ing. The whole Government attitude 
is now beginning to center about the 
division of the tomb’s treasure, as 
laid down in the concession granted to 
the Earl of Carnarvon, and in this 
question the Government has momen- 
tarily lost sight of one fact of prime 
importance—namely, that before Octo- 
ber, 1922, it had granted the conces- 
sion without any hope of returns, and 
that by November of that year it had 
come into virtual possession of mar- 
velous treasure, of which it would 
never, perhaps, have become possessed 
but for western enterprise and perse- 
verance. 

Despite the present complications, 
Mr. Carter plans to fulfill his Ameri- 
can lecture engagements.

With him and’General von 
Lossow, two of the most serious 
obstacles have been removed from the 
path leading to a better understanding 
between the Reich and its second 
largest state. 


British Premier’s Alleced Intervention 


In certain political circles here it is 
believed that his resignation F the 
direct outcome of the recent negotia- 
tions between the Chancellor, Dr. Wil- 
belm Marx, and the Bavarian Prime 
Minister. One newspaper even asserts 
that Ramsay MacDonald, the British 
Prime Minister, assisted the Reich by 
a letter to the Bavarian Government 
in which it was stated England could 
do nothing for the Palatinate so long 
as Bavaria did not live up to the 
Weimar Constitution. The underly- 
ing cause, however, probably was Dr. 
von Kahr’s rapidly waning popularity, 
and the pending trial of Adolf Hitler 
and General von Ludendorff, who are 
out to prove that he was also in the 
plot of Nov. 8. 

In the meanwhile the Nationalist 
movement, which experienced a set- 
back after the failure of Herr Hitler’s 
coup d’état, is growing by leaps and 
pounds throughout Germany. This be- 
came evident at the recent elections 
in Lubeck and Thuringia, and was 
once more proved by yesterday's elec- 
tion returns in Mecklenburg. 


Immense Nationalist Gain 


The Nationalists, who had no seats 
in the last Diet, will now have as 
many as 13 of the 64 seats; that is one | 
less than the Social Democrats. The | 
Conservatives also gained two seats. 
The Social Democrats have lost about | 
14. While they were twice as strong 
as the Conservatives before the elec- 
tions, they are now considerably 
weaker than the Conservative Party in 
the Diet. The strength of the Commun- | 
ists has also trebled.

A Military Alliance 


Prof. J. J. Sederholm.of Helsingtors, 
a Finn, recently stated in an article 
in Stockholm's Tidning that “Mr. 
Hederstferna’s speech was bound to 
make strong echoes in Finland, where 
no one would have believed that a 
person in Sweden i a prominent posi- 
tion would dare to go so far as propos - 
ing a military alliance with Finland: 
It felt like a warm, sincere. hand- 
shake and it was therefore doubly 
painful, although not unexpected, that 
the Swedish press opinion so ener- 
getically denied Mr. Hederstierna’s

CAPETOWN, Jan. 11 (Special Cor-

the Government, It is announced that 
one of thé new bills for the forth- 
coming parliamentary sesston will be 
one to amend the liquor laws of the 
Cape Province. This province is the 
wine-growing district of South Africa, 
and it⸗is certainly a fact that drunken- 
ness is very excessive.there. If the 
bill passes this session there will be 
a most salutary revolution in the 


| liquor law of the Cape. 


In 1918, a special committee ap- 
pointed by the Union Government re- 
ported that “there is a general agree- 
ment among those who have given 
evidence that there is an excessive 
amount of drunkenness in these dis- 
tricts as a whole.” The problem,” 
the committee continued, “is mainly 
concerned with the colored people, 
although statistics point to a regret- 
table. amount of drunkenness among 
the European population of the Cape 
Peninsular. . . The better class 
colored man, the skilled artisan and 


* 
the 080 colored man appear not 
to differ in respect of their consump- 
tion of alcoholic liquor from Euro- 
peans of the same class. 


„It is on the recommendations of 
this committee, made five years ago, 
that the present bill is based. The 
Government proposes to diminish the 
number of elected members of Licens- 
ing Courts and to more than balance 
them by nominated members. There 
will be the explicit. exclusion from 
membership of wine farmers and of 
persons “belonging to an. association 
pledged to-the suppression or support 
of the liquor trade.”.. The nature and 
number of liquor licenses, the method 
of selling liquor, and the persons to 
whom liquor can be sold are all to be 
attended to. 


Severe restrictions are to be im- 
posed on the sale of liquor to women 
and on the employment of women in 
places where liquor is sold. Lice 
are to be in proportion to the popu 
tion of any licensing district, and 
many other drastic reforms are hinted 
at in this new bill. The wine farmer, 
ao, is no longer to be allowed to give 
his laborers their “tot” of wine as 
part of their wages. The bill, in fact, 
is a frontal attack oh the prevalence 
of drunkenness in the Cape districts. 

So far, the press is supporting the 
new bill. Their argument 4s that the 
bill promises to be effective without 
any unwise threat to the legitimate 
welfare of the wine industry. Of 
course, opposition has already begun, 
but there are great hopes that the wine

Sentiment in 
Egypt. where the newly established government is 
strongly nationalistic, seems to be running definitely 
against Howard Carter, the archeologist in charge of the 
excavations. Mr. Carter, on the other hand, has some- 
thing of the spirit of „ ez himself. He 
has declared an archæological walkout, has locked the 
tomb and secluded himself within his bungalow at Gurna. 
Meanwhile the all too slender rope that holds the cover 
of the coffin aloft stretches a bit each day toward the 
point when it may break and destroy the priceless dis- 
covery beneath it. | 

The present disagreement and the resulting impasse 
arose, it appears, from two disputes. The one concerned 
publicity, and the other, passes of admittance to the tomb, 
itself. The Times of London,-to relieve Lord Carnarvon 
and Mr. Carter of the burden of handling «publicity, 
agreed. about a year ago, to take full charge of all the 
news and pictures relating to the discoyery. In other 
words, The Times was given a world-wide monopoly on 
the news. This fact, although The Times declared its 
willingness to sell news and photographs to any news- 
paper desiring the service, aroused considerable prejudice 
among correspondents for other journals, particularly 
those of Egypt. It was-contended that, regardless of the 
contract between Lord Carnarvon and The Times, the 
discoveries at Luxor were of too great importance to be 
handled solely by one paper. | 

In regard to passports to the 1 Carter has 
contended that he alone had the right to admit individ- 
uals to view the discoveries. The Egyptian Government, 
especially since the accession of Zaghlul Pasha, has main- 
tained that it, too, possessed that privilege—the tomb 
being in Egyptian territory and the a going 
on subject to the approval of the Government of Egypt. 

As a result of complications arising out of these 
disagreements, Mr. Carter, last Wednesday, discontinued 
work on the tomb; Egyptian officials have taken charge, 
and it is reported that unless Mr. Carter reveals a will- 
ingness to compromise, the locks may be broken from 
the tomb and the work continued by the |Antiquity Staff 
of the Egyptian Department of Public Works. 

Today's dispatches indicate that the Egyptian authori- 
ties, although aroused over what they term Mr. Carter's 
intransigency, are willing, and even eager, to arrive at 
an understanding with him. Such an understanding, cer- 
tainly, should be reached. There can be little doubt that 
the news of the excavations of Luxor l of too general 
interest to continue the possession of any one newspaper 
or newspaper syndicate. Likewise, it is difficult to deny 
the justice of the claims of the Egyptian Government to 
issue passes to the tomb on the same terms as Mr. Carter. 
It is not altogether that the Egyptians feel keenly any 
infringement of their recently acquired governmental 
privileges. It is altogether possible that the friends of 
the Egyptian Government, who may be admitted to the 
tomb, will be no more careless of its contents than the 
friends of Mr. Carter. At any rate, from the very fact 
of location, the Egyptians appear to be within their rights 
in demanding the privilege to issue passports. And it 
also appears likely that independent newspapers which 
have been excluded from the tomb by The Times’ monop- 
oly have a just grievance. 

The work at Luxor is of such great importance that 
it should not be delayed by the excessive sensitiveness 
of any of the parties engaged or interested in it. It is 
to be hoped that a speedy settlement will be reached. 
Here.is a chance for some diplomatist to win archzologi- 
cal glory by hurrying the East. 


PREMIER MACKENZIE KING is undertaking to carry 
out an election promise which many people in Canada 
have been led to believe would 
lighten the cost of civil govern- 
ment: Public expenditures in the 
Dominion last year exceeded 
$350,000,000, of which $135,- 
000, 00 was interest on public 
debt and $12,000,000 subsidies 
to the Canadian provinces. 
There is a widespread feeling in Canada that greater 
economy could be effected without — the efficiency 
of the civil service. A new auditor- general has been 
appointed for the Dominion, and a board of audit, of 
which he is chairman, has been commissioned for the pur- 
pose of paring down the estimates so that it may be pos- 
sible to balance the national budget. The board of audit 
is called upon to inquire into the present system of audit- 
ing the public accounts, into the accounting systems 
employed by the Canadian National Railway and its sub- 
sidiaries, into the financial affairs of any Dominion com- 
mission or other public body, and into any other under- 
taking or service belonging to, or receiving aid from, the 
Government. In addition, it has been instructed to begin 
at once on the task of reorganizing the civil service. 

The reorganization of 50,000 Government employees 
is in itself no light undertaking. It is apparent that the 
new Auditor-General, Mr. George Gonthier, will require 
the firm backing of the Government and the co-operation 
of public opinion to fulfill all the duties that he is called 
upon to perform. Civil service economy might be 
t eatly helped in Canada by the establishment of a civil 
service reform league. Such a league could help to edu- 
‘ate public opinion and particularly to interest citizens 
in their duties as individuals toward the general well-

published figures with those of 
: competing retailers who do not 
make public the details of their transactions. But it 
is a natural presumption that those who continue in 
business from year to year, and who admittedly charge 
a higher percentage of profit upon the commodities dealt 
in make comparatively high net gains. Of course the 
chain stores and the large mail-order institutions are 
able, because of buying in much larger quantities, to 
reduce their first costs considerably below those of the 
dealer who is compelled to buy through jobbers and 
wholesalers. But that difference is charged to- the con- 
sumer, and not to profit and loss. 

With the showing made, the wage earner and house- 
holder cannot escape the conviction that he is being 
called upon to bear far too heavy a burden. Price stand- 
ards on nearly all essential food commodities are appar- 
ently too high. On staple articles which are turned 
over daily or weekly in grocery and provision stores, a 
flat 25 or 30 per cent profit is excessive. Multiplied 
either by 300 or by 52, the total for a year's business 
represents an excessive drain upon the wage earner who 
is compelled to pay high rentals in addition to burden- 
some national and state income taxes. The small dealer 
may insist that he cannot continue to do business on a 
smaller profit. He, in turn, cites his high overhead costs 


in the form of increased rentals, taxes, clerk hire, deliv- . 


ery costs, and personal living expenses. This may be 
granted. But admitting the necessity of imposing so 
high a handling cost forces the conclusion that the system 
of distribution is too expensive to be economically sound. 
There are too many stores. Too many men with small 
working capital are trying to make a living at the ex- 
pense of the public. 

The luxury of a corner grocery in every city block, 
and of a delicatessen shop every few blocks, where the 
householder expects to have the privilege of choosing 
from the pick of the market, must be paid for by some- 
one. That someone is the consumer, who is first to com- 
plain because he is compelled to pay too much. The 
remedy, naturally, is to eliminate many of the smaller 
establishments and to centralize, as far as possible, the 
facilities of distribution. Co-operative marketing of 
standard products offers the surest method of cost reduc- 
tion. But if this is not always practical, the central 
market, pr its branches in thickly populated neighbor- 
hoods, is the next best recourse. 7 

The chain stores are not operating solely for the 
benefit of the public. They have an eye to the main 
chance. Their policy seems to be to carry on at a per- 
centage of profit only a shade below that charged by 
their competing local dealers. Chain store prices are 
higher in Boston, for instance, than in New York, where 
the general scale of prices is lower. The policy seems 
to be to charge all the traffic will. bear. A lowering of 
retail prices in the independent stores would immediately 
cause a reduction in the prices which are charged by the 
chain stores. 3 

In many of the cities of the western and middle west- 
ern sections of the United States both wholesale and 
retail prices of meats of all kinds have recently been 
reduced, although prices previously prevailing were much 
lower than those charged in the east. Increased produc- 
tion and large supplies offered have resulted in imme- 
diate benefits to consumers in those sections. But in 
many cities along the Atlantic seaboard prices at retail 
are maintained at the high standards fixed shortly after 
the war. Those who could sell more cheaply evidently 
argue that they prefer to handle smaller quantities at a 
high profit than a larger bulk at a reduced percentage. 
The law of supply and demand is not allowed to operate. 
The main point considered is the net profit possible, 
rather than the convenience and welfare of the consumers. 
The invitation to the public 1s to establish cheaper and 
better means of distribution, and with these provided to 


patronize only those who are willing to serve at a fair 


return.

dent, however, is contained a 
moral which is of far greater 
significance than appears on the 
surface. Just at the present time, much talk is heard 
about Anglo-American friendship and its importance. 
Many nations are particularly desirous of keeping in the 
good graces of the United States. And yet the illegal 
traffic in alcohol and narcotic drugs continues with very 
little, if any, real opposition from the governments of 
the offending countries. 

As a matter of fact, this tacit permission of the 
nations in question to their liquor and drug dispensing 
citizens is doing the very thing which these nations are 
trying to prevent being accomplished by almost every

business affairs to compare these 


other means in their power; that is, it is antagonizing 
the United States in its foreign relations toward them. 
Every such offense is a gross breach of political etiquette. 
It is making virtually impossible that friendship of the 
nations with America for which Europe is crying out 
and upon which many believe the future peace of the 
world to a large degree. depends. It is not a matter of 
simply granting a favor to a neighbor—this putting a 
stop to allowing the export of these\poisons on the part 
of those countries at present permitting it—it is a mat- 
ter of safeguarding their own best interests. This sheds 
an altogether different light upon the situation, and, if 
the point can be driven home with sufficient force, should 
result in stronger action being taken than has ever been 
the case heretofore to bring this trafticking to an end. 

The prohibition question is an exceedingly. vital one 
with the United States. It involves, indeed, the issue 
whether the voice of the people really is the ruling power 
in the country, or whether the turbulence of a noisy 
minority can overthrow the establishment of law and 
order. Let the nations realize that their own true wel- 
fate is at stake, and they are likely to see things from a 
different standpoint. The United States is thus in an 
extraordinarily favorable position to enforce its decision 
by making clear that it regards as an unfriendly act the 
constant effort of other nations to overrule its determina- 
tions. Then the flow of liquor and narcotics across its 
borders is likely to show speedy and very decided signs 
of abatement.

There are plays in New York today which are running 
on their momentum alone.

The friends are attending these perform- 
ances, and are now wondering what all the shouting is 
for. They find the performance, which their friends 
have called a “great show,” to be a listless mechanical 
presentation of a play that needs to be well done to be 
deeply interesting. 

In the days before the advent of the real estate inves- 
tor as a dictator in the theater, when the theatrical man- 
agers’ money was tied up in plays instead of in bricks 
and mortar, there was in general a keener feeling than 
now for the tone of a performance. The actor-managers 
who have survived illustrate this in their maintenance 
of the quality of their offerings. Cyril Maude played 
“Grumpy” for four vears without drying up, by the 
simple expedient of having his stage manager check up 
every laugh in the manuscript once a week and holding 
painstaking rehearsals to recover every chuckle that had 
been lost. George M. Cohan recently closed one of his 
musical comedies because the company persisted in giv- 
ing a mechanical performance. 3 

It would be a good thing if there were manv more 
men in authority in the theater who had this feeling of 
responsibility toward the public. The plavers themselves 
are usually not responsible for the gradual deterioration 
of their performance. They need the perspective that 
only a watchful stage manager can provide. The theater 
owes this to the public.

Two more representative tributes to a newspaper it 
would be difficult to find than were recorded in a single 
issue of The Christian Science Monitor the other day 
concerning this periodical’s value to the world’s thought.

Abyssinia Looks to the Future

or 
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Lovers of curious things have always been attracted by that 
strange phenomenon of nature—Abyssinia. The wanderer, 
traveling southeast from the sunburned deserts and steppes of 
Nubia, sees before him a mountain fortress, piercing 13,000 
feet into the air. He enters pleasing valleys which, with their 
cool climate and verdant soil, resemble the peaceful valleys of 
Switzerland far more than Africa. Impressed with the all- 
absorbing conquest of Northern Africa by Muhammadanism, 
the traveler discovers an exception to the common rule: Chris- 
tianity has maintained itself through thirteen centuries in the 
midst of the overwhelming wave of Islam, though far separated 
from the rest of the Christian world, Abyssinian Christendom 
has so preserved many characteristics of the first ages. 

' have lived through all these strange emotions when 
traversing the Sudan and, at last. in climbing the mountain 
sides of Abyssinia. May I be permitted to record particu- 
larly those strong impressions received in the monastery situated 
on the summit of Mt. Bizen, 6000 feet above the adjacent 
plains. I arrived at sunset and was received first by the prior, 
a dignified, benevolent old man—a true philosopher—who 
readily explained to me the ethics and the ceremonies of his 
church—its jurisdictional connections with the patriarch of the 
Kopts in Alexandria, its traditional leanings to old Judaism, 
and its dominating role in the piritual, moral, and even in 
the political life of Abyssinia. Then he invited me to attend, 
during the night, the religious, liturgian ceremonies in the 
church. There their chanting hymns reminded me much more 
of a mosque, or a synagogue, than a church of the West. 

> > > 

The touching dignity of this little country was recalled 
by a picturesque scene of quite recent date: the entrance ot 
the Abyssinian delegates into the Assembly Hall of the Leagu 
of Nations in Geneva. It symbolized so delightfully the 
re-established moral contact of that lonely outpost of Eastern 
Christianity with the Christian civilization of the West. In 
certain respects the freedom-loving mountaineers of the East 
were quite at home among the freedom-loving mountaineers 
of Switzerland; in others they were not. 

The delegates to the League were not at all unfamiliar with 
Eastern culture. India:.-rajahs, Persian princes, Chinese man- 
darins, Japanese ministers, all are quite at home in Geneva, 
and all have quite a little influence in the League’s councils. 
But the Abyssinian delegates came, symbolically speaking, from 
a far greater distance. They came from ancient ages, trom 
torlorn mountain fastnesses, from feudal traditions. Medieval 
laws and customs, which in Europe, and even in the rest of 
Asia, now can only be learned of from old Scriptures, survive 
still in Abyssinia, and the Abyssinian delegates thus represent 
the Middle Ages in the assembly of-the modern world. 

> > > 

Ther represent, too, the hope of a brave people—who main- 
tained their religion and their religious customs tor more than 
1000 vears, in the midst of an antagonistic world—the hope 
to return at last into the scope of Western culture, to contribute 
moral achievements to the svnthetic civilization of mankind, 
to receive thought and technique from other peoples, who live 
under happier conditions. But there is a strange flavor of 
interest which colors the country with romance—something 
individual, characteristic, uncommon, brave, which seems to 
deserve a better future—which voices the hope that Abyssinian 
civilization will not die. 

Happily endowed, indeed, has been that nation of scarcely 
4.000.000 people, ruling over 7,000,000 of subjects of foreign 
race and religion, with chivalrous virtues which may conflict 
with our modern ideas of pacificism and democracy, but which 
have guaranteed throughout the centuries the survival of the 
Abyssinian race and of Abyssinian Christendom in the strug- 
gle for life of races and religious beliefs in eastern Africa. 
Has Abyssinian Christendom remained a religion of love and 
peace? I dare not pretend it. It resembles far more 
the nationalistic and warlike traditions of old Judaism. It is 
a national religion, inspiring the feudal chiefs of Abyssinia and 
their followers to accomplish great deeds of bravery for the 
defense of their faith. 

> > > 

These warlike qualities, which alone have permitted the 
maintenance of Christendom in those mountain fastnesses, sur- 
rounded by a wide ocean of Islam, have developed a militaristic 
civilization of such a strength that even the Italian armies were 
powerless to subdue it. Hence, this mountain people, dwelling 
in the Switzerland of Africa, comprise today the only native 
African state represented in the League of Nations. 

Is the Constitution and the economic life of Abyssinia 
capable of further development? ‘The attempt to establish 
modern constitutional methods, and to establish a cabinet gov- 
ernment in August, 1919, has failed. Domestic slavery sur- 
vives. The country is governed by the great feudal chiefs of 
the Tigrians, the Gondas, the Danakils, the Shoans. They 
look for supremacy only to the Emperor in the city of Addis 
Abbeba. The old Justinian code of justice, after 1400 vears 
of use, is still observed. Currency of the time of the Empress 
Maria Theresa still competes with different varieties of barter, 
for exchange. But the railway from the French harbor ot 
Djibuti to Harrar and Addis Abbeba, has been completed, and 
the difficulties of travel I experienced seventeen years ago no 
longer exist. One may go by rail from the coast to the capital 
of Abyssinia without any inconvenience greater than a rail 
journey in any other part of the world. ! 

> > > 

The feudal institutions also may some day give way to 
modern constitutional government. The example of Japan is 
there, to show that a strong nation, strengthened rather than 
weakened by feudal customs, may one day adopt, by free 
decision, the new political system, and may apply to the new 
system capacities evolved under the old conditions. 

We should also not underrate the importance of Christen- 
dom in the problem of Abyssinia’s future. New contact 
between the Abyssinian monasteries and the centers of religious 
thought in Europe may help toward a comparatively rapid 
assimilation of Abyssinian religious beliefs to our Western 
standards. Religion is a strong force in the East and, whereas 
the Muhammadan peoples look teward Christendom as a 
strange force against which to guard themselves, Abyssinians 
look ‘toward Christendom as the great sister which may tender 
her hands far over the African deserts and uplift again that 
people of mountaineers to new achievements of culture and 
wisdom. 

The wanderer, thirty years hence, who approaches the 
Abyssinian Alps, may tind a Christian people, like Christians 
of the West, may find a less strange picturesqueness than I have 
found in my wanderings. But he may be-enthused from another 
standpoint: by that equally picturesque fact of the revival 
of an ancient civilization through renewed contact with that 
Western world which had been lost sight of during a thousand 
years, but which always had survived in its essence in those 
neh mountains of the East. 
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
